Senator Sher- 
man and other leaders of tho Eepnb- 
ican party have commended tho pending 
bill as tho best tariff legislation ever 
proposed, and if they are sincere in this 
jpinion they can not bo justified in oppos- 
ng or delaying its passage.

They could hear no 
sound from the chambers below, and this 
loads old minors to beliovo that all tuC 
men in tho shaft have perished. 


Other attempts will bo mado to roach the 


entombed mou. Those who started down 
tho shaft early in tho oyoning say that the 
shock has destroyed whole drifts aud that 
it is probable that tho men in tho mino in 
tho l#\ver levels aro buried beneath tho 
tons of slate. Black damp is supposed to 
have caused tho explosion. Most of tho 
miners at these shafts camo originally 
from the mines of .Pennsylvania.

COJIJTENTS— Our lesson to-day carries us 


back forty-five years. It reminds us of tlio 
sart experience of tho spies, and tho fato of 
those who brought au adverse report of tho 
land of promise. Tho ten had for years been 
in their graves, while tho two had brought 
a good report of the land were still alive 
and well. Of these two Caleb was ono, and 
lu our lesson we ooc him asking for i-hu per- 
mission to possess thut part of Lhc land that 
Mosos had promised to him. Caleb was now 
eighty-five years of age, and yet he was 
halo and hearty. He was full of courage as 
well, for the part of tho land that he now 
tlaimcd was still in tho possession of tho 
enemy, aud ho was on!y asking for permis- 
sion to go to war with them and drive them 
out. So Joshua blessod him. and Ravo !wn

Tho foundation of tlio grand character of 


Caleb all lay in tho iact that ho wholly fol- 
lowed thu Lord. To follow tho Lord under 
dome circumstances is not so vfi'.y difficult a 
tiling. "When every thing is in favor of such 
Bdolity, and friends stand, around ready to 
holp, it is comparatively oasy to livo a Chris- 
tian life. But this was not the case with 
Ca'leb. He stood firm when all around him 
were giving way to tho temptation to robol 
•against God. In fact, millions were on the 
ono side, and only he and Joshua with a 
very few others on tho other. Yet, in spito 
of this, ho never wavorod for .1 moment. 
More than this. Ho had lo wait for tho ful- 
filment of the promise of God for a 
long time. Wo aro sometimes impatient 
because wo do not get .what we want ia a 
year's time. But this mail had to wait for 
forty-llvo years. Yet, iu all this period, ho 
seems never to have wavered for an instant. 
Els faith was equal to every emergency 
and carried him through graudly. Wo 
may even rnako tho case stronger than 
this. For when they came to the land itself, 
the part that was promised to him had still 
to be conquered. If ho had been like those 
other men, he would certainly havo taken to 
murmuring, and have said that it was rath- 
er hard to wait for forty-flvo years, aad 
then to have to fight for his possession. But 
tho spirit oJ this man was very different 
from that of tho others. He accepted tho 
promise, waited patiently for its fulfilment 
and then wont ahead and (so to speak) ful- 
filled it himself. 


3f there is one lesson that our young pco- 


plu need to take to heart in these days, It is 
that of steadfast continuance In well-doing. 
"Wo arc all in too groat a hurry to succeed. 
Wo want to sow to-day, and reap to-mor- 
row. To wait for tho rosult of our effort is 
Irksome, and there are many who aro not 
willing to do this. " No cross, no crown," 
is a proverb that they do not :ike. 
"He 


tliat cndurcth to tho end, tho same shall bo 
saved," is not'a popular saying. Yet there 
is not much in this world that is worth tho 
having that can bo gotten for nothing, All of 
tho bost thiags cost labor, and tho better a 
thing is, as a rule, tho moro labor it will 
cost. A good education can not bo had iu a 
yoar, nor can a largo fortune be honestly 
gained in a short, time. Our age is full of 
short and easy Icssous in Gorman and 
French, and I kno\v not what; but they arc 
all frauds, and only deceive those who aro 
taken in by them. I know of nothing really 
good that does :iot cost much work.— nt c. A.
